The same qual- 
ifications are required of those who 
serve as nobles. presentatives must 
be owners of $500 worth of real estate, 
and bein Sage of an income of $250 
annum. ors of representa- 
tives must be able to read and write, 
but this is waived in the cases of all 
who subscribe'to the new Constitution 
and vote at the first election.

places of residence, and publish the 
same once a week for four succes- 
sive weeks in a& newspayer pub- 
lished in the county, if there be 
one, and if there be none in such 
county, then in a newspaper pub- 
lished in an adjoining county.’’ As 
the GAZETTE understands the law 
it refers to firms doing business un- 
der such names as, for instance, 
Reno Smelting wg pens Smith &
